SEARCH FOR THE REBELS, 

Our Galway Correspondent says that, after 
the ambush at Tourmakeady, considerable 
activity by Crown forces wes displayed in Gal- 
way. At about 2.50 on Wed emis a 
troop train, with a Red Cross van attached, left 
Galway for the purpose, it wis presumed, of 
intercepting the members of the 1.R.A. who 
took part in the ambush on the previous day, 
and who, it was thought, might be crossing 
from Tourmakeady to the Connemara moun- 
tains. A short time before the troop train left 
a pilot engine was sent out to make sure that 
the line was clear. Aeroplanes also left Gal- 
way, and hovered over the Partry and Conne- 
mara mountains during the morning and after- 
noon. Arriving at Recess at an early hour in 
the morning, the troaps detrained. It is stated

The German experte at Brussels were of 
opinion .that Germany could pay three 
milliards of gold marks per aunum—that is, 
one hundred and fifty millions eterling—but 
that is equal probably to the amounts that are 
to be available for the first two or three years. 
But if German prodperity deeelope, then, 
eertainiy, there will‘be much more considerable 
amounts available for this purpose, and they 
will be available, and that is the advantage of 
this echeme in currency, whith is equally good 
here.

THE GERMAN NATIONAL DEBT,
